REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. 03 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
Examiner maintains that the previous interpretation of the Pi Matteo reference is valid with respect to the "three depth planes" 
and "trianqulation principles" limitations. In short. Pi Matteo's entire disclosure is devoted to ascertaining the 3-D geometrical 
dimensions of objects and relies on triangulation principles such as shown in figure 8. Trianqulation techniques typically involve 
determining the coordinates of an unknown point in space. The unknown point is designated as a vertex of a triangle whose 
other two vertices are known. Trigonometric principles are then used to locate the unknown vertex on the basis of the known 
vertices. This task is fairly taught by Pi Matteo in figure 8. where the location of unknown point P is ascertained by forming a 
triangle composed of two other known points.
